DUBLIN, April 11.—(By Associated 
Press.)—The 104 Sinn Fein prisoners, 
who have been for six days on a hung- 
er strike in Mount Joy prison, are so 


weak that their relatives have been! 


sent for, Both the prisoners and the 
government seem determined not to 
yield, and it ts feared that some deaths 
may occur. Among the serious cases 
are Alderman McCabe, Sinn Fein mem- 
ber for Siigo and Councillor Carroll- 
man, Sinn Fein member for the Bel- 
fast corporation. 

The handcuffs have been removed 
from the hunger strikers and some 
of tthe prigoners have been sent to the 
hospital, but they still refuse to take 
food #0 long as they are in custody. 

The claims lodged with the Dublin 
corporation by landlords and govern- 
ment officials for compensation for 
the fires last Sunday morning in tax 
offices total nearly $160,000. As fires 
occurred in the tax offices of fifty dis- 
triots in Ireland, the total stm to be 
refunded by the ratepayers will prob- 
ably be eight times this amount.

COLUMBUS, Ohio, April 11.—A na- 
tlon-wide campaign against the Met- 
ropolitan Lottery company, whose 
headquarters are said by the police to 
be in Montreal, and three other big 


lottery companies operating through- 
out the country, was started today by 
the arrest of 14 Columbus men on 
charges of selling iottery tickets or 
promoting a lottery. The printing 
and distribution is said to be done in 
Toledo, 

The other three companies involved 
are the Honduras, the Cuban, wh'ch 
is declared to be conducted through 
the National Bank of the republic of 
Cuba and the Alaskan.

NOGALES, Sonora, April 11,—Tho 
state of Sonora withdrew from the 
republic of Mexico Saturday. The 
state congress at Hermozillo in a 
secret session which lasted all Friday 
night voted, according to reports 
reaching here to resist with armed 
forces any attempt of the Carranza 
government of Mexico to send troops 
into the state.

First Important Break in Strike 
of Railroad Employees Occurs 
at Columbus 


PASSENGER SERVICE 


jIn Chicago Area Maintajned at 
100 per Cent. and Freight 
Situation Improving 


CHICAGO, April 11.—The first im- 


portant break in the unauthorized 
strike of railroad employees, which 
started in the Chicago terminal dia- 
trict nearly two weeks ago, occurred 
tonight at Columbus, when 600 switch 
men ton the Pennsylvania pwilroad 
voted to return to work tomorrow. 
In addition, 500 engineers and fire: 
men, forced out of work by the strike, 
wili return. : 

Although there was no general 
movement back to work among the 
40,000 men reported on strike 
Ghroughout the country, “defections 
from the ranks of the insurgents were 
reported yesterday and today in Chi- 
cago, Kansas City, in California and 
several other places, and leaders were 
confident that the peak of the atrike 
movement was reached. Others 
claimed that the strike was gaining 
Momentum and the ranks were dally 
augmenting. 

Situation Improves 

A statement issued by railroads in 
the Chicago area declared thet the 
situation was steadily improving and 
that the movement of livestock, coal 
and other commodities into Chicago 
was increasing. Passenger trains 
were maintained at 100 per cent, it 
was announced. In Chicago fretght 
embargoes have been lifted by the 
New York Central and the Chicago, 
Milwaukee and St. Paul ratiroads. In 
& number of important railway cen- 
tres railroad employees have voted 
not to strike. Large sections of the 
ecuntry still were unaffected by the 
walk-out, notably New England, the 
northwestern and mountain states. 
In Columbus, where about 3,000 men 
are idle, the return to work of one- 
third was expected to relieve the food 
and fuel situation. 

Passenger traffic was affeeted very 
little, except in the New York area, 
where service was reported fifty ner 
cent of normal. Feare of a food fam- 
ine in New York city were allayed 
by the arrival of supplies over the 
New York Central and the New 
Haven railroads. Although the Hud- 
son and Manhattan tubes were still 
shut down today, ferry service be- 
tween New York and New Jarsey was 
iimproved. .

DAY OLD CHICKS 
MADE PROFITABLE 
AT STRATHMORE 


All Are Rhode Island Reds or 
Barred Rocks—First Hatch 
March 17 


With two machines that can hatch 
4000 chickens at one setting, selling 
day old chicks can be made quite a 
business, In fact it is found a pro- 
fitable business at the C.P.R. farm at 
Strathmore, where as much as a 
month ago, chicks' were being hatch- 
ed for day old sale. These were sold 
at $25 a hundred and where people 
di not have the facilities for hatch- 
ing eggs for themselves it was found 
profitable also from the buyers point 
of view. The chicks are all Rhode 
Island Reds or Barred Rocks and 
the first hatch this year was on St. 
Patricks Day. 

The chicken business at the Strath- 
more farm is carried on, on a big 
scale, the colony houses being used 
for breeding purposes, The super- 
intendent states that they are increas- 
ing their egg yield by 120 per cent. 
each year and that the poultry sect’on 
ef their farm is paying good divid- 
ends. They were at that time get- 
ting 500 eggs from about 900 birds, 

When the writer was at the farm 
gome three weeks ago they had then 
over 1200 of these day old chicks on 
order. They do not breed their pul- 
lets, finding that they get stronger 
and better stock from their year old 
birds, 


Holsteins ‘ 


The purebred Holste'n cattle at this 
farm are a delight to see. With four 
stlos beside the dairy barn, there has 
been no atint of feed for them, and 
the ‘barn record of 22,782 pounds for 
milk production was ‘broken th; 
year by Ruth De Kohl., which, while 
her record is not yet complete, is ex- 
pected to reach over 24,000 pounds, 
She had milked over a ton in ten 
months. There are 150 head of the 
purebred Holsteins; ninety of which 
are milking, v 

These cows were fed for most part 
on sunflower silage, but comparisons 
were made with the feeding of both 
corn silage and with peas and oats. 
The silos were built last year, two of 
them wittf hin roofs which fn the 
opinion of the superintendent, G. H. 
Hutton, was well worthy of mention, 
since it inoreased their capacity by 
twenty per cent. The silage forms 
sixty five to seventy per cent of the 
total feed, and considering that the 
sunflowers grow well 'n @ dry soil, it 
{gs particularly valuable in certain 
parts of Alberta. Mr. Hutton be- 
Hieves that Alberta can grow as much 
seed as will be required in the pro- 
vines, but for the eilage, the sun- 
flower is cut in the milk stage. The 
cost per ton ie leas according to their 
exper'ments at Strathmore Farm than 
for peas and oats. It is considered 
to give five times the yield to the 
acre as wheat and oats, and apparent- 
Ty as good feed value, pound for 
pound, f 

Mr. Hutton Delleves tt to be a won- 
erful feed to bring the gattie to a 
state of perfection, The sunflowers 
stand more frost Doth In the early and 
at the end, than corn. In their ex- 
periments there, the sunflowers gave 
better results for the amount of milk 
produced and butter content as well 
as gain in welght of the animal under 
test. They used the Russian sun- 
flower and for the silo used the stave 


e@ystem, which is read'ly and quickly! 


put up They put away over 800 
tons of silage of the different varieties 
and from the results with their cattle 
and the general appearance of the 
cattle, it is not likely that the Strath- 
more farm will ever undertake to 
enter the winter acain without silage. 
In addition to the 150 head of pure- 
bred Holsteins, they were also feed- 
fing 100 head of grade beef, which 
sR Ddought at about an average of 
460 pounds and were being brought 
up to about $00 pounds to sell as baby 
beef. These did just as well as the 
Gairy cattle on the ensilage An- 
other evidence of the value of the en- 
sflage as an al] round feed, is the 
condition of the calves that have 


come.

“OPTIMISM” AT 
THE HIGHLANDS 

BRO’: HERHOOD 

A. F. Ewing, M.P.P. Questions 
if Present Depression Is 


Soundly Based 


The topic of yesterday's speaker, A. 
(F. Ewing, M.P.P., at the Highlands 
| Brotherhood, fited well with the mu- 
sic and general cheeriness that are 
marked features of its meetings. Re- 
ferring to the general forebodings 
and undefined dread oppressing the 
minds of people as to the future of 
this country and the world today, he 
questioned whether such depression 
was soundly based. All kinds of 
changes are demanded on the fre- 
quently false assumption that change 
|meant progress. Ind‘viduals and 
groups of individuals propose numer- 
ous panaceas to cure the current Ills, 
but no wise man will attempt to re- 
form a nation. The only true reform 
is what each man begins and ends in 
himself. 

In the economic situation prices on 
all sides are soaring, costs of neces- 
sities ever going up, whfle wages 
were not keeping pace, and general 
alarm exists as to when or where such 
conditions are going to end. Munici- 
pally and provincially also depression 
rules on account of the enormous 
volume of public debts to meet cur- 
rent demands as well as the over- 
whelming indebtedness due to the 
war's taxes—a truly dark side of the 
picture.’ Solomon, though, declared 
truty that there is no new thing un- 
der the sun. Things wh'ch have been 
done shall be done. Take the eco- 
nomic condition of England after the 
Napoleonic wars: widespread unem- 
ployment, enormous. debts, foreign 
trade almost nil, starvation staring 
{the people in the face. But people 
were compelled to practice thrift and 
to produce, and in those d're days of 
almost hopeless depression was laid 
the foundation of Britain’s commer- 
cial and industrial success, 

Similar dark conditions oppressed 
America after the'r Civil War. Peo- 
ple in the southern lands were even 
worse off than the conditions in 
France today—their homes destroyed, 
thousands left without means to sus- 
tain life soaring prices that people 
couldn’t pay and the nation loaded 
down with overwhe!ming debt. Yet, 
|in response to Lincoln's and Blain’s 
‘leadership they proved the everlast- 
ing principles that reconstruction and 
| prosperity are achieved not by mak- 
ing laws and passing resolutions, but 
only by ‘hand-in-hand co-operation, 
thrift and production, and 
tional debt was discharged and its 
financial honor vindicated. In short, 
the people of the States rose to the 
demand and started that career that 
has made them possibly the biggest 
commercial nation in the world to- 
day. 

Turning to the political situation, 
the speaker recalled the seem'ng im- 
pregnable might of the Hohenzol- 
lerns, Romanoffs and Hépsburgs, now 
with all their haughty arrogance 
crumbled in the dust. Yet dynasties 
have fallen before, good rather than 
{ll had been the result, and he ven- 
tured to say that the confusion in 
Europe and even Canada's feeling of 
|instability and uncertainty is not 
|nearly so deep as that of 1866-67, yet 
|from the necessities and confusion 
jthen rampant the Confederation of 
|; Canada was launched and its mighty 
| course started. Indeed, class and oc- 
cupat'onal group upheavals are not 
|new and they would issue, the speak- 
jer believed, in the greater solidity 
jand best welfare of the state. 

Again, in many forms we hear the 
query as to wimther the church is 
losing its hold, whether God has 
|failed the race, and so on. There is 
nothing new in all this Recall thé 
| Puritan demands in Cromwell's time 
| that the clergy should be good living 
|People. Take, too, a century later 
| When conditions were almost unread- 
able. Yet in the heart of that peo- 
ple from whom the spirit of purity 
had wellnight gone, out of that sink 
of iniquity grew the great Wesleyan 
movement. 

So now, in the shadow of the last, 
greatest and disastrous war, from the 
results of which neither this nor any 
other nation can escape, depression 
and pessimism are widespread. Yet 
the loss of life from it, appalling 
though it has been, is almost a baga- 
telle compared to the ravages of the 
Black Death which slew 25 millions 
out of the 100 milFons {n Europe at 
that time. The speaker's desire, he 
said was to utter a message of hope. 
There is no difficulty facing our na- 
|; tion today the equal of which it has 
not faced again and again in its long 
history—difMficulties which our fore- 
fathers faced with courage and re- 
source and turned its disasters into 
blessings. Optim’sm can save no man 
or people from the results of con- 
tinued fotlies, but optimism, sanity 
and stability of purpose have saved 
|the British race time and time again. 
Iet each Canadian carry into dally 
| life and conduct a cheery outlook and 
sane aims, and our nation will again 
{go on trumphantly to an end of 
peace, happiness and prosperity. 
| Hearty appreciation was accorded 
the speaker and his address, the 
brightness of the meeting being also 
contributed to by Messrs. Adams, 
Clark, Fley and Jones in two excel- 
lently rendered quartettes; J. M. Mil- 
ler in a mandol'n solo, and selections 
by the Highlands orchestra.

GIVEN BY LITERARY 
DEPT. UNIVERSITY 


Feature of Operetta Was Excel- 
lent Work Performed by 
the Chorus 


Presented by the Literary Depart- 
ment, University of Alberta, "A Naiti- 
cal Knot,” an operetta in two acts was 
performed Saturday evening in Convo- 
cation hall. 


The operetta was written by Frick 
and composed by Rhys-Herbent especi- 
ally for amateui production. It makes 
no great demands upon tho perform- 
ere eo far as histrionic ability is con- 
cerned, There is very little dialogue; 
barely sufficient to carry one song on 
o the next, and the songs, though well 
written show poverty of melodie in- 
vention with the exception of Julia's 
first waltz song in Act I, and her duet 
with Bill Salt in the second act. The 
former is really a very attractive num- 
ber. It 4s well scored for orchestra, 
an item which contributes largely to 
the success of any musical work. 

The production as a whole lacked 
vitality, there belng a sad absence of 
action praotically throughout the en- 
tire performance. Each member of 
the company displayed a considerable 
amount of interest in their work which 
more than covers a multitude of dis- 
crepencies 

So far as the company is concerned, 
first and foremost in the list of those 
who deserve credit is the chorus, They 
were the saving grace of the show. 
They had ginger to burn, were intense- 
ly, interested, and looked particuladly 
attractive. Seldom has such a come- 
ly chorus been seen on an Edmonton 
stage and a glance at the fair Co-eds 
indeed seemed like a fragrant breath 
of springttime. 

Of the principals, Mies W. Blow, as 
Julia, the haughty belle of Banrsta- 
poole dtd the best work on account 
of possessing the finest singing voice 
in the company. Her rendition of the 
waltz song in Act I was excellent. 

' A. W. MacDonald ag Barnabus Lee, 
was the one principal who showed 
much action. His agreeable singing 
voice and exuberant spirits carried 
him through in good style. 

Miss M, Hull as Nance, was good, 
though she had little to do. Her two 
plaintive songs won her rounds of ap- 
plause, 

As Bill Salt, G. H. Villet did well. 
His humor was of the “dry type” and 
to him fell the purveying of most of 
the Jokes, 

@. C, Gerber as Joe Stout, faithful 
swain of Nance told hie live in dialo- 
gue and song very effeotively. 

Misses M. Stephenson, B. Timmens, 
and G. Jackson as Barnstapoole girls 
were aprightly, vivacious young ladies, 
who acted and sang with charm. 

In the playing of the score the Uni- 
versity orchestra fell away below form- 
er efforts. There was much undeci- 
ston and lack of precision in attack 
which possibly acoounted for a per- 
sistent tendency to lean towards poor 
intonation. Wrong and delayed en- 
trances were other errors committed 
by the members of the orchestra. 

Arthur K. Putland weilded the bat- 
on over the produotion. He was of 
much help to the singers on the stage 
in coming to their assistance when 
they appeared to forget their words. 
However, he i not al.oge*her 
from blame so far aes the orchestral 
errors were concerned, as in the posi- 
tion he chose from which to conduct 
he was unable to supervise both 
orchestra and chorus, so he favored 
the latter to the detriment of the 
former, He had his chorus well und- 
er control, they answering to his 
every motion. Some very good part 
jeinging was done, a 
Putland deservVes much credit, and is 
a sufficiently cuosifortarle acn'cvement, 
of which he may well fee! satisfied.

When burgesses go to the polls on 
| Monday to vote on the money by- 
jlaws, if they arc anxious for their 
votes to count, they must be careful 
jnot to take out their fountain pens 
jfor the purposes of marking the ballot 
Paper, 

The olty clerk says that ballots 
; with be bd Crosses marked in ink are 
jrejected, for as a rule when ink {is 
used, the ballot papers are smeared 
when folded and the crosses are thus 
rendered more or less indistinct. 

Also the city charter says that the 
ballots should be marked with the 
penc!] provided in the booths for that | 
purpose, so strictly speaking, the 
voter should not even go to hia own | 
pocket for a pencil to use. And the! 
|crosses must be marked on the right- 
jhand 6lde of the paper, anywhere else 
renders them invalid. All these points 
should be remembered by the burg- 
esses who are really interested in the 
fate of the bylaws. 

There are eight questions on the 
ballot paper. Previously, there wero 
ten, but the two concerning the exhi- 
bition stand and the manufacturers’ 
bullding, were withdrawn. 

Only burgesses vote on the ques- 
tions. That is, those who have the 
property qualification. It {gs much 
understood that it is being assessed, 
for land only that gives them this 
right, business or income taxes do 
not count. 

And a property owner cannot vote, 
unless his name wag on the last re- 
vised assessment roll. He may have 
neglected to reg'ster last year and the 
year before, but if his name was on 
jthe last assessment roll, he can go to 
,the city assessor and get a certificate 
which will enable him to vote, but if 
he has become the owner of property 
since that date he cannot vote.

| The Taxpayers Should Rule 


Further evidence that members 
of the Legislature realize that it 
is time for a ‘‘new deal’’ in the 
matters of municipal taxetion and 
the municipal vote is affurded by 
an amendment to the Edmonton 
charter introduced by the Minister 
of Municipalities. The amendment 
proposes that only those who are 
assessed ten dollars per year taxes 
shall have a vote at civic elections. 


The substance of the amendment 
is on right lines, and its influence 
would be all to the good. But the 
purpose would be better accom- 
plished if it were so worded that 
where a man ig taxed twenty dol- 
lars or more per year his wife shall 
be considered as entitled to the 
franchise. The married woman 
may, by no stretch of language or 
imagination, be considered as a 
joint-contributor with her husband 
to the civic funds, and therefore 
entitled to a vote when their joint 
contribution amounts to the sum 
that would qualify two unmarried 
persons to votes. To say that 
twenty dollars—or fifty dollars— 
taxes paid by a married couple 
should enable only one of them to 
vote, while.twenty dollars paid by 
two unmarried persons would en- 
title them both to vote, would be 
an injustice to the married woman, 
and an arrangement by no means 
tending to keep control of the city 
in the hands of those who are 
most likely to direct it along 
wholesome lines. 

Not less significant than the 
amendment are the objections that 
were offered to it when it was pro- 
posed, 

The first was that the city had 
not asked for such change in the 
franchise law. But the Legisla- 
ture has for weeks been consider- 
ing, and assenting to, a whole 
sheaf of charter amendments that 
the city has not asked for; some of 
which have not been asked for by 
even the city council, It is not no- 
ticeable that members who object- 
ed to this amendment because it 
did not come with the expressed 
approval of the citizens had any 
compunction about railroading 
through other amendments by the 
dozen which also lacked that war- 
rant, 

The other objection was that the 
proposal was not in accord with 
the idea of manhood suffrage, It 
is not, as ‘‘manhood suffrage’’ has 
been established in Edmonton, It 
negatives, directly and frankly, 
the notion that people who pay no 
taxes should have a say as to what 
taxes shall be levied and how they 
shall be spent. Méenhood suffrage 
is an incontrovertible principle 
when it stands linked with man- 
hood taxation. But manhood suf- 
frage which is not based upon 

anhood taxation is an outrage. 
Uveryone who votes should pay; 
and everyone who pays should 
vote, 

Eventually such a _ provision 
must become a part not only 
of the Edmonton charter but of 
every municipal charter, for it is 
based upon a principle that cannot 
be destroyed, and whose recogni- 
tion is being forced by events 
which cannot he resisted. The re- 
sponsibilities of citizenship must 
accompany the privileges of citi- 
zenship, and be the basis of them, 
if the cities are to ‘‘come back” 
financially, and if the direction 
and control of their affairs is to 
be put into the hands of those to 
whose interest it is to see that 
these affairs are conducted with 
economy and efficlency and to the 
end of producing and maintaining 
right moral and political condi- 
tions in the community, The tax 
payers should rule,

If it is supposed that the French 
attitude toward Germany is affect- 
ed by the traditional 
between the two nations, it is not 
to be forgotten that the German 
attitude toward French demands 
is affected by the same factor. If 
there is inthe French tempera- 
ment any smouldering desire to 
further ‘‘avenge Sedan,’’ there is 
also in the German mind the mem- 
ory of the more recent and more 
crushing defeat. If France is dis- 
posed by circumstances to exact a 
more strict fulfilment of the treaty 
clauses than the Allies would do, 
Germany is much more likely to

That is not to say that Britain 
and the other powers which were 
associated with France in the

they should upon all considera- 
tions preserve a solid front to a 
Germany that is more than sus- 
pected of looking for just such op- 
portunities as are now presented 
to profit by divisions among them.

France, therefore, is taking a very 
necessary step in sending her troops 
forward and similar action should be 
taken by Great Britain which ought 
to be as vigilantly concerned for the 
integrity of the Treaty of Versailles 
in this particular as any of her Allies. 
This is the time to teach Germany 
with the treaty, and if that leeson be 
that she must not try to take liberties 
not taught at the present juncture It 
never will be. But France should not 
havo to act alone in teaching it. Ger- 
many is still overdue in the fulfillment 
of some thirty provisions of the Treaty 
of Versailles. 


MR. ASQUITH’S RETURN. 
Daily Mirror, London, England— 

Mr. Asquith’s return to the house 
of commons today is the biggest do- 
mestic political event ance the return 
of the Waste coalition to power af- 
ter the armistice, 

‘As such, it will be marked by “loud 
cheers,” not in the house alone, but 
all along the streets where Mr, Ass 
quith will pass, There has been no 
bigger reversal of public opinion 
since the “thunders of Midlothian” 
and the return of Gladstone, after the 
Disraeli government, in the later 
seventies of the last century. 

Mr. Asquith returns. What returns 
with Mr, Asquith? 

Parliament, first, the efficacy of 
parliamentary government, which 
exists on and through the party sys- 
tem, utterly killed by the coalition. 

Never has such contempt been 
cast upon the House of Commons as 
since it lost an effective opposition 
within {ts walls. Everything the artl- 
ficial majority has said or done there 
has been “passed” with few protests. 
Were the Waste government to re 
commend that a thousand millions 
should be spent in turning the sands 
lof Mesopotamia into gold dust these 
,few individual or “independent” pro- 
tests would be heard indeed, but the 
{scheme would then be passed in apite 
{of them; because there is no opposl- 
tion. We may urge all Liberals, all 
sane men, to rally to the support of 
Mr. Asquith, 

Then we have to ask what form 
their opposition will take? 

Surely the form of reversing the 
| Waste policy of the coalition spend- 
thrifts, the policy of making effec- 
| tive peace and settling problems at 
|home; the policy of building here in- 
stead of careering about abroad; the 
Policy of checking, not extending, the 
| wild ride of the encroaching bureause 
}eracy; the policy of free discussion, 
}inetead of secret decision; the policy 
of “charity begins at home,” instead 
of at the North Pole or in the deserts 
of the East. 

This peaceful program returns to- 
day with the man who best represents 
}it, That is why the people will cheer 
| himeand {it—on his way to the 
house of commona,.

Boards dealing with city affairs, 
especially those which work Iinde- 


pendent of the city council, are not 
very much fn favor with a certain 
@ection of the city council, But even 
though such is the case, this note is 


Going to deal with a certain feature, 


of civic administration, in connection 
with which the creation of a4 
board might not be deemed inad- 
visable, The question is this: Edmon- 
ton has many parks, or it might 
rather more truly be said, open spaces, 
which ultimately should develop !n- 
to parks. Some of them are natural 
beauty epots of great attractivenoss, 
some have had a considerable amount 
of money spent on them at various 
times; othors have not. But all have 
been subject, more or less, to the 
game sort of haphazard administra- 
tinon. Time was when there was a 
parks department in the city, but this 
was always regarded as a very cost- 
ly affair, and the policy of late has 
been to bandy the parks about from 
pone authority to the other, At the 
present time the parks are included 
in the work of the streets and scav- 
enging department, subject, of course, 
to the direction of the city commis- 
sioners and the city council, which 
has a committee allotted to parks 
and markets. But, to pass on to the 
main idea, The theory of certain 
members of the city council is that 
council should never delegate to an- 
other body that which It 
{tself, This supposition though, is no 
anewer to the question: Does council 
always do all that it might, or even as 
much as others might be willing to 
do? If ever a settled policy is to be) 
got under way in the city in regard 
to the city parks, it is time something 
was done in the matter, and here !s 


where the proposal comes in. The 
idea is the creation of a separate) 
board for the sole object of caring 
for and developing the city parks. | 
(Not another unlimited spending 
board, that much might be said at) 


once without going any further, Tho | 
proposition is not an original one, It) 
{s outlined in the book on municipal | 
management written by W. G. Good-| 
hue, an American expert. His con-| 
tention is that of all municipal insti- | 
tutions, parks are most likely to suf-| 


fer by reason of a continual change 
in the personnel of those in author- 
{ty; whereas of all things, parks 
should be developed along the lines 
of a set and continued polley Prac- 
tieally everybody will admit the rea- 
sonableness of the argument. Illus- 
trations are plentiful. Take any gat%\ 


den that has been tended with care 
and with certain aims in view, for a! 
number of years. What splendid re- 
sults are achieved! Mr, Goodhue 
points out that the only way to secure 


such results {#9 to have the parks 
managed by a board which is not 
subject to the ordinary changes’ of 


ordinary municipal life. He cites the 


success of parks in various American 
cities managed by such boards, some 
of which are appointed by the state 
It might not be necessary to ask the 
state to appoint a board to manage 
Edmonton's parks; but it should be 
found fairly easy, among the existing 
Institutions of the city, to evolve a 
scheme for creating some such board 


which might remain {in existence for 


a term of years, subject, of course, 
to regulations which would safeguard 
public interests. As for the finan- 
clal part of the subject, naturally the; 
eity would have to find some money 


for the parks. It could hardly be ex- 


pected to be otherwise But thera 
are other sources of revenue, and with 
development of the parks these 


sources could be made to yield quit@ 
a substantial revenue, The municl- 
pal golf course now turns in a pro- 
fit, and this is sure to increase as 
time goes on, Then there are the 
skating rinks, checking, tea and re- 
freshment rooms, These, Instead of 
being farmed out as now, could be 
conducted by the board and made to} 
contribute largely to the upkeep of | 
the parks. Such a = source has been! 
adopted to advantage in other places 


Or, If deemed more profitable, they 
might be sub-let There are plenty | 
of other ways revenue could be se-! 
cured, Park fetes could be organized | 


or weekly open-air concerts, Similar 
affairs take place elsewhere, and why 
not at Edmonton? In his book, Mr. 
Goodhue sets out certain rules which 
he says should be observed in the car- 
rying on management of a park. The 
primary object being a place to fur- 
nish rest and recreation for the pub- 
llc, all catch-penny devices and tri- 
vial amusements should be excluded. 
He says: ‘Make it a place for recrea- 
tion and rest, furnish good facilities 
for drinking water, a reasonable num- 
ber of seats, boats on the pond and 
a place for rendering good music, and} 
the public will supply all other need- | 


fuls that are necessary for their en- 
jJoyment.” If this {s the line that)
